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The AccouNT of the Priſoners during their Confinement, 
1. THO MAS: BF TLOCK, alias BUT LOGE, which latter he 
ſaid was his right Name, was found guilty of breaking 5 the Cheſt 
and Drawers of his Maſter Claud Langley, in the Houſe of James Dun, 
and ſtealing thence 27 Guineas, 4 LewisJores, 9 Livers, &c. On the 
2cth of May laſt. | | 4 | - bas . 
H was upwards of 23 Years of Age; born about 30 Miles Eaſt of 
Dublin in Ireland, of Parents that tock Care of his Educaticn, tho their 
Circumſtances were Slender, having retreated from Cheſhire, (tie Place 
of their Birth) into that Part of Ireland, as Dependants on a Gentle- 
man Who remov'd thither. This Son was put Apprentice to a Vintner 
in Dublin, where, be ſaid, he ſaw the tranſacting ſeveral lew'd things, 
which tend more to the corrupting the good Diſpoſition in a youn 
Man, than to the amending a vicious one. But he added, that his 
Eſteem and Affection for his Maſter was ſo great, that when his;Maſter 
fa;ild in Trade, and came over to Cheſter, to live conceal'd, he was fat 
from deſerting his Fortune, that he came over to him very frequently, 
bringing ſmall Supplics of Money, and acquainting him with the Affairs 
and Condition of his Family, which he left behind. He ſaid, That 
when he could no longer follow his Maſter, he was put upon ſeveral 
Projects to obtain a Maintenance; but going into Ireland again, and 
the Wedding a ſubſtantial Man's Daughter, he retriev'd his Circum- 
ſtances: But being ſent for into England by a Gentleman belonging to 
the Law, he left Ireland with the ExpeQation of acquiring a. good 
Place. by the Intereſt of that Gentleman, who was his Relation ; and 
accordingly took Lodgings, but unfortunately in the Houſe where Clu: 
Langley likewiſe lodg'd ; who thereupon askd him to ſerve him, which 
Br aſſented to, till his Relation could obtain the Place for him. with 
He added, That it was by no Means Neceflity that infuſed into his Wiſe 
Mind the Thoughts of robbing this ſaid Gentleman, nor did it ever Wand ; 
| enter into his Head, he ſaid, till half an Hour before he committed 
the Fadt, but being alone, his Maſter at Church, and all the Houſs are 
ſilent and private. as he ſat looking on the Drawers, the Thought en- f ſu 
tred into his Mind; immagining at the ſame Time, that as his Maſter Aut tl

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Claude Langly ſpoke bad Fngliſh he ſhould not eaſily be convicted if ta- 
ken; and as he mutt ſuddenly. ſer out for France, he, (T. Bus lage) 
could ezfily abſcond ill he was gotten beyond Sea, and then could in 
ſecurity regale upon the Spoil he had taken: For which end, he went, 
he ſaid, to (heſter , becauſe he was moſt defirous of appearing Great 
where he was moſt known. * 

Ibis, and much more, he mentioned. As to his Behaviour, while 
he lay under Sentence of Death, he ſeem'd very Grave and Sober in 
his Carriage; very eaſy at the Conſideration of Death, ſaying he ex- 
pected nor deſired nothing leſs; and added, That he wonder'd at thoſe 
Men who covid attempt to eſcape from Juſtice, at the Expence of Blood, 
and by aggravating the Offences of robbing by the Sin of Murder. 

2. .NATHANIEL FACKSON, was condemned for aſſaulting Richard 
Demnit between Pancras and Hamſtead, and taking from him two Shirts, 
a Coat und Waitcoat, fix Lemons, ſome Human Hair, 13 d. in Money, 
Sc. about eleven at Night, on the 2oth of June laſt. FO Rods 

This Priſoner ſaid he was above 30 Years of Age; a ſingle Man; 
Born at Doncaſter in Yorkſhire, That his Father took Care of his Edu- 
cation during his Life, but dying when he was Young, he flew out in- 
to Extravagance ; but being bound to a Silk Weaver in Norwich, he was 
in ſome Meaſure reſtrain'd; till finding that too uneaſy, and too great 
a Check, for his wild Inclinations, after ſerving 3 Years he ran from 
bis Maſter, After this, (he added) that inſtead of purchaſing ſome 
Place with the Furtune his Father bequeathed him, as his Friends ad- 
vis'd; he went jnto the Army, and was for about four Years in Ireland, 
were he purſued molt ſorts of Debaucheries, with other Soldiers: He al- 
ſo {aid he was for ſome, time a Trooper, but fighting a Duel with one 
of his Friends, whom he ſaid he did not kill, but prodigeouſly 
hack'd and wounded him, he was . turn'd out of the Troop, and 
loſt the 15 Guineas which he paid to be admitted into it; but he aſſert- 
ed, that it was more on Account of the Officers Profit, than his Offence, 
that he was Broke, -—- | by 8 | 

After this, going Home to his Friend, who had the Care of his 
ſmall Fortune, he lived in the Town with him, but in his Houſe, be- 
ing unwilling to ſubmit to that regular and ſober Life which his Bro- 
ther requir'd ; but chuſing to lye abroad ſeveral Nights in a Week, and 
to converſe with leud Women at vicious Houſes; nor could any Checks 
or Remonſtrances of his Friends prevail upon him to forſake thoſe 
Courſes which his Natural Inclinations ſo ſtrongly prompted him to. 

He further ſaid, that tho* he was in the utmoft Want and Extre- 
aty when he committed the Robbery, (having idely ſquandered away 
the Money he at parting receiv'd from his Friends) yet he had no Inten- 
ton to Rob, till he and Fobn Morphem (whom he knew in Ireland) met 
vith Nathaniel O-Brian in a Footman's Garb, their Acquaintance like- 
viſe in Ireland, who invited them to drink in the Camp in  Hidepark, 
nd after filling them with Liquor; and paying their Reckonings, told 
dem how he fil'd his Pockets with Money, and if they were Men, and 
are walk toward Hamſtrad, he would put them into the ſame Method 
t ſupplying their Purſes. Adding, that O-Brian, (eſcap'd) would have 
ut the Throat of Dennit, after they had robb'd and ſtript him, had not 
and Morphew prevented the Murther. | %

He appear'd extreamly grieved and very penitent for the many Offen. 
ces of his Life, and expreſſes a ſenfible Concern for the Diigrace his 
Death would bring upon his Family, and for the Atfliction it was to his 
good and religious Friends; adding that a Letter ſent to him from his 
Brother, when he left London, having found his Endeavours to {ave 


him was in vain, and which Letter he read to me, had more cnt his 
Heart, if poſſible than a Thouſand Deaths. 


He afured me, That, as I directed him, he ſpent all his Time beloff, 


in Prayer to God, and in Reading to the other Malefactors, eſpecially 
to T. Rice, who was not able to Read; that he made the beſt Uſe of 
certain written Forms, proper for Men in his Condition, and frequent- 
ly call'd upon the reſt, to joyn with him in thoſe Prayers. Before he 
died, he ſaid, He earneſtly deſired to receive the Holy Sacrament, 


which he did, with much Devotion, and ſeem'd perfectly reſign'd to 


this World, and defirovs to enter into a far better. ; Ho Ri 
3. THOMAS RICE, of St. Olave Silver-Street,. was convicted of 


privately ſtealing out of the Shop of John Albright, two Gold Rings 
Value 38s. on the 27th of April laſt, being indicted alſo, for ſtealing | 


from Thomas Tearl, a Silver Milk-pot, Value 27 s. on the 18th of 
Fun laſt. 3 

7 He was about 35 Years of Age, born of reputable Parents, who 
would have given him a tolerable Education, but that his Mind was un- 
happily in capable of receiving it; he ſaid he was put Apprentice to a 
Waterman, but could not Settle a-right to that Employment ; after 
which he kept a Brandy Shop, and could not eafily turn his Mind to 
what was ſober and regular ; having his Sences in ſome Meaſure taken 
away, on Account of a Young Woman he was in Love with, who died 
the Day before he was to have marry'd her, and upon whoſe Grave he 
laid every Night, for half a Year together. 

He could not Write or Read, which as ſome among them were Ro- 
mans, he accounted the greater Misfortune to him. However, as he was 
able, he ſeem'd to uſe his utmoſt Efforts and Endeavours, in order to 
obtain another Life, as his Expectations were gone with Reſpect to this. 
He told me, he earneſtly requeſted the other Priſoners to read and 
pray with him; and ſpent every Moment in ſuing for Pardon, for the 
various Sins of his Life. He acknowledged the Offence which he 
was convicted of, but ſaid that he bad reſolv'd for ſome time, to retrieve 
his Life: The Eſtate that was fallen to him, would have put him in a 
Capacity of doing this: He added, had his 'Life been, continued, as 


the Matter ſtood, he was only ſolicitous leſt his Wife and Child ſhould , 
be defrauded of that Eſtate, which according to Juſtice and Equity, his 


Father ſhould receive, and aſter his Death ſhould bequeath to them, his 
Wife and Child. 5 

When he came to dye, he lamented that certain Perſons had ſo un- 
accountably infus'd into his Mind Expectations of Life, and had after- 
Wards deceived him; but, he ſaid, he hop'd he was not damned there- 
by, but that God would even yet accept him. 8!
